The steamer Paragua, {whose casualty: 
wo reported the other day) on her way from 
the port of Culion in Calamianes to Manila, 
struck a rock on Animcsa reef on the 
morning of the 1gth, and siranded, It 
appears that the vessel was being navigated 
with all due precautions, having deviated 
from ‘the reef-about two miles according to 
the chart, when suddenly she struck a 
rock, knocking a hole in her bottom, which 
was succesefully stopped. No further donger 
waafeared atthe time andshe was proceeding 
in order to reach the Praya where she would 
be ‘beached to get the’ damage already 
received moro fully repaired, when she 
struck another rook with her keel, and the 
‘yeasel commoncad to fill, the water rushing 
into the engine-room, and the engines being 
consequently stopped. Whilein thissituation 
she sighted the stextner Pasig on her voyage 
out with the mail ; and the latter steamer 
took the mails ond passengers of 
stranded vessel on board, and returned 
to Manila. It is hoped that the Paragua 
ja in a very good condition to be floated 
off, The steamer Panay left on the 22ud 
‘with tho necessary matorials to render 
assistance. Captain Gil has remained by 
the vessel under hiscommand. =

At Hakodate, the other day, in response 
to an address from the Japanese merchants 
of.that place, Mr Hennessy again ventilated 
his cloquence ;—the members of the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce some weeks ago, 48 
will be remembered, being the first to be 
indulged with tho folicity of tasting the 
quality of it, In’ the speech delivered by 
him on that occasion, the marvellousness 
of the etatistics he made use of. excited 
universal surprise, and provoked much dis- 
believing and hostile ‘criticism, but bis last 
utterance was principally remarkable for its 
particularly eulogistic charact«r. Mr Hen- 
nessy lavished praise without atint on 
almost everybody or everything ho could 
think of, in connection with his theme. 
As to the.figures he made use of in his first 
address, he shuffied the responsibility for 
them on to a predeccsaor in cftice, Sir 
Richard MacDonnell,. But that lino of 
action is, undor-the clroumstances, scarcely 
permigsible. Sir Richard MacDonnell is 
absent and can no longer ‘answor for him- 
-aclé ¢ and it must not be forgotten that Mr 
Hennessy has been for more than two years 
Governor of Hongkong, and migbt fairly 
be preaumed to be acquainted with tho 
actual extont of the cousmerce of the port. 
Moreover, he did not give tho figures as 
being those of hie predecessor at all, but as 
boing thoss of ‘last year.” The name o 

Sir: Richard MacDouuell may, therefore, 
ba left out of the question, and ‘pH 
nessy must find. courage to face the situa- 
tion in whigh his own stateménts havo 
placed him. 

Amongat the objects of Mr Hennessy’s 
‘encomitims, the Japanese Minister of Fi- 
nance occupies decidedly the most distin- 
guished position.. We is at once, we are 
told, !hard working and popular;” ‘a ty- 
pical statesman of young Japan.” As & 
Finance Minister, Mr Hennessy ‘‘had no 
hesitation in saying that Mr Okuma wos 
not surpassed by any Finance Minister in 
the world,” Really, Mr Bennessy almost 
takes a person’s breath away by the gushing 
‘and positive terms in which he deems him- 
self qualified to speak of Mr Okuma’s fitness 
for the office he holds. Considering that 
the speaker had but a few days’ acquaint- 
ance with the Minister, and that he could 
not converse with him-in bis native tongue, 
a littlo more hesitation in’ talking of what 
hd could really know little about would 
have better become him, ‘ Wonder,” we 
have been told, ‘‘is the result of ignorance ;” 
it is not susprieing thon to find Mr Hen- 
-nezsy, in continuation of his fervid utter. 
ances about Mr Okuma, exclaiming, “* What 
a wonderful Jabonr ho has accomplished ! 
Mr Gladstone's brilliant finance,—Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote’s success a8 Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, appear common-place con- 
trasted with what Mr Okuma has had to 
do.” In corroboration of Mr Okumua’s 
prodigious achicvements, beside which Mr 
Gladstone and Sir Stafford Northcote are 
told to hide their diminished heads, Mr 
Hennessy assures us that he has actually- 
‘geen his aray of well-disclplined clerke 
in the finance departments working at their 
journals, casb-books, and ledgors, on tho 
English system ; and in remote towns like 
Sendai, he had witnessed Mr Okume’s in- 
structions folly carried out fn all their 
details.” All this, in the words, of Domiale 
Sampson, may be set down as ‘*prodigious,” 
Who would for a moment have. suspected 
it? They actually keep books in the Fi-

JAPAN AND TREATY REVISION. 

No imparial observer of the devious ways 
of Japanese atate-craft can speak with even 
a semblance of respect of the proceedings 
of the Imperlal Government in connection 
with treaty rovislon. Whon revision was 
first talked. about, Japan, through her own 
envoys to tho groat powers, and through 
the representatives of those powers at her 
own court, received the most courteous and 
friendly sesurances, At an anxious ‘and 
critical political period, when the attention 
was absorbed in. affairs of gravity ond 
welght intimately connected with the 
welfare of their own ‘country; when the 
Governments of thé other great powers 
were algo engaged in the mighty sffairs of 
Europe, consideration for Japan, and a 
sincere desire to accede to her wished upon 
& mattgr apparently considered by her 
atatesmen to be of importance, prompted 
the European powors to offer to hold a 
conference for the purpose of treaty revision 
in London. This <proposal, made in the 
most friendly apirit, was not accepted, and 
the action, originally initiated by them- 
selves in Europe, was again transferred 
to Japan, the representatives of the nation 
having been recalled from London and 
Berlin to take part in the conferonce whens. 
ever it may beheld. Atthis time, however, 
no negotiations are in progress; the Go- 
yernment are quite silent, and the revision 
of the treaties and tariff is apperantly as 
far off as it was in 1872 when his Excellency 
Iwakura returoed from his visit to Europe.

We have an earnest desire to avoid 
urting the fine susceptibilities of any 
Japanese, but it would be falae delicacy en 
our part to abstain from commenting upon 
tke importance the Government and the 
Presa seem to attach tojthe revision of the 
treaties.. Years. have been consunied ; 
envoys have been commissioned and re- 
called ; despatches have beén written, and 
foreign journala have been ‘subsidised to 
bolster up a cause which is’ constantly iu 
danger of destruction bythe arguments of 
the most elementary reasoners : aud till 
no result is apparent.. A ‘portion of the 
Government and of the Japanese Press is 
under the impreazion that the question jis 
prevaacis important to excite. Europe to 
action. \t is time these foolish and exagge- 
rated ideas came to an end, and that Japan 


should know the actual truth of the matter. |
